Jewell delivered an address al the court 
hinue last night on the political Issues of 
the day. His speech was confined mainly 
to the currency question and occupied 
fully two hours In iu delivery, 


The meeting wa* called to order by 


Judge Greer, and on motion, J. H. Mossor 
was called to the chair. 


On coming forward the chairman Intro- 


duced Mr. Jewell, who went atence to hi. 
work, and made what "the boys" would 
call a rattling talk. He said lhal political 
questions had boon much discussed of 
late, which was right, for in a republican 
form of government where the people 
make Ihe laws Ihey need to be Inslructcd 
In the science of good government. 


The speaker said il was right that polit- 


ical parties should give an account of 
themselves to tho people. It Is right that 
their aoilons should he criticised, and 
especially the party having control of the 
government should be held to a strict 
account for ibo manner In which Ihe 
affairs of tho nallonare admlnlslored by U. 
Tho people are crying hard limes; but, 
laid tho speaker, much harder times have 
been experienced since tho organization 
of the government, and that, too, when 
the Democratic party win at the helm. 


' 
Allusion was made lo Ihe fact that un- 


der Buchanan's administration, when Ihe 
country was at peace with all the world, 
the government paid 13 par cent, interest 
on its loans, while now It pays but four. 
While It Is true that Iho tlmea are some- 
what hard, the Republican party was not 
responsible, but tho people, they having 
produced hard times by extravagant modes 
of living. Tho speaker said ho was not 
hero to discuss past Issues, but ques- 
tions which at present occupy the public 
uilnd 
The allegation uiftdo by greenbacks 


that Iho currency of the country was being 
contracted, was shown to bo without 
foundation, and that on the contrary there 
had been u conslaul and healthy expan- 
sion since Ihe administration of Secretary 
McCullough, snd that the contraction 
which then look place was but slight, and 
was brought about by the joint action of 
Democrats and Republicans In Congress. 


Allusion was made U) the speculative 


tendencies of people us tho prime cause 
of tho hard times. Men bought lots al 
fabulous and fictitious prices; towns were 
laid out which had an existence only on 
paper, and lots wore bought by specula- 
tors fora thousand dollar* that were worth 
but a hundred, giving their notes there- 
for; 
and, of course, when those notes 


matured and the lots could not be sold, 
all they had was sacrificed to meet the 
demands against them. Sundry instances 
of this kind were ciled as Illustrations of 
what produced the hard times. 


The speaker then look up and dissected 
he theories of the genuine grecnbackors 
of these tlmqs, and the utter worthiness 
of the currency which they desire to put 
afloat, was shown up in a manner which 
allowed tho supremo ridiculousness of the 
(trceubHck doctrine, and In this connec- 
tion the financial standing of Jess* Harper, 
tho Greenback candidate for Congress, 
wna commented upon In terms not very 
complimentary to that gentleman. 


The points dwelt upon by Mr. Jewell 


wcro ctoarly put, and his Idoas on the 
currency question were well sustained by 
argument, and the speech ihroughcut 
seemed lo give good satisfaction, if hearty 
applause Is any Indication of approval. 


At Iho conclusion of Mr. Jewell's re- 


marks the meeting adjourned.

that these banks muat bo abolished, 
and that the Government shall idsue its 
own paper instead of their notes. 
If 


this ia to bo done they say there will bo 
a [savings of millions annually to the 
whole people, while the currency will 
be fully as good as at present. 
What 


truth is there in these assertions? 
What do the loots in the national bank 
(|uestiou provo ? 
Simply that every 


one of the claims made by tho flutists, 
and enumerated abovo, is utterly un- 
founded in fact. 
Tho proof U easy, and 


should bo read by every one who wishes 
tu L;i-t at the truth. 
It will come homo 


with special force to tho people af'tur 
tho recent revelations concerning the 
failure of the great City of Glasgow 
Hunk, in Scotland. Such an evont 
would bo an utter impossibility under 
our system. There illegal arm worth- 
less issues of paper money woro made. 
Here it would bo impossible. 
A na- 


tional bank may fail, but ita notes re- 
main just as good as the greenbacks 
themsclvcf. 
No other banking system 


in the world offers suoh perfect (securi- 
ty for its circulating notes. 


Tho national bunks do not enjoy a 


monopoly, for tho simple reason tluit 
tiny live persons nnywhero in tho coun- 
try, who buy and deposit tho requisito 
amount of bonds to place in the Uni- 
ted States Treasury as security, can 
start a new bank, having all the rights 
and privileges of those now in cxih- 
teiicc. They are not making enormous 
profits, (for if they were, now banks 
would bo started to cum pete for a pay- 
ing business. 
Within the past three 


years *3U,000,000 of bank circulation 
has been voluntarily surrendered by the 
banks lliemsetvus, 
If tho business 


were HO profitable as the enemies ol tho 
system 
insist, 
is 
it likely that 


those "bloated bondholders" would cut 
their own noses of! in this way ? 


It ^is true that the banks, or rather 


tho stockholders, receive intercstun the 
bonds deposited hy them, but it must 
bo remembered that they own the bonds, 
and so are entitled to the interest just 
as they would be if they were not en- 
gaged in the banking business. If they 
wcro to go out of the business to- 
morrow, they would simply surrender 
their notes and withdraw their bonds, 
and the (Jovernment would still h»Ve to 
pay interest on them. 
What would bo 


gained 
by this '! 
Tho Government 


would lose tho tax of 1 per cent now 
charged on the circulation of tho banks, 
and 2 per cunt collected Jon tho capital 
would bo lost by tho States. The total 
loss of income from the abolition of 
the banks would be $15,200,000 this 
year. 


Thin amounts to almost as much as 


the interest paid on this bonds. 
The 


existence of tho national banks makes 
resumption far easier than it would bo 
if they were abolished. 
Now the Oov- 


ornmcnt is only obliged to redeem 
$;UG,000,000 of paper money ; if the 
hanks wcro to bo discontinued, and 
greenbacks wcro substituted tor their 
notes, which now amount to $32-1,000,- 
000, the task ot resumption would bo 
made doubly difficult. 
To maintain re- 


sumption experience has shown that it 
is necessary to hold a reserve of coin 
equal to at least ,'tli per cent of tht pa- 
per circulation. 
Tho interest lost by 


keeping so vast an amount of coin ly- 
ing idle in tho Treasury vaults would 
more than counterbalance 
whatflvcr 


small gain there might bo in supul.tnt- 
ing the bank notes with greenbacks. 
The change will afford no aid or com- 
fort to borrowers, for the rates of in 
lcrent nod discount arc as high now in 
private as in national banks, and thoy 
would not bo lowered if there were 
none but private banks. Thus all tho 
arguments of tho Democrats and Na- 
tional*, leveled against our banking sys- 
tem, melt into fiction whon touched by 
the flame of fact,

ed to the decision of tho Supreme 
Court, which declares in effect that no 
more greenbacks can be issued in times

RBMONETI/INU HILVEK. 


When tho -question of rcmonetizing 


iilver was agitated Mr. Cannon at once 
Dccamo ono of the moat earnest advo- 
cates of that measure, and contended 
for the unlimited recoinage of silver, 
and for putting it on a monetary level 
with gold. 
In tho campaign of 1876 


bo promised his constituents that he 
would do sill he could for tho full re- 
monotization of silver, and how faith- 
fully ho kept that promise is shown by 
tho Congressional Jiecanl. 


Tho original Uland bill provided for 


the full romonotization of silver and 
Mr. Cannon voted for it. 
When tho 


Senate so amended the bill as to limit 
and cripple tho monotiintion of silver, 
10 voted against these restrictions, and 
n a speech which is found on pago 21, 
vol. 7, part 2, of the lleconl of the aeo- 
ond session of tho 45th Congress, Mr. 
Jamiori gives bis reasons for voting 
against tho Senate amendments, which 
are to tho effect that these amendments 
1) strike out tho free coinage of silver 
rhila allowing the free ooinago of gold. 
On this ho said : "Now, silver ia just 
as much the money of tho constitution 
as gold, and should have tho same treat- 
nent in every respect as gold ;" (2) ho 
ibjected to tho Senate amendments be- 
cause thoy prohibited the deposit in 
ho Treasury of silver bullion and the 
ssuanao thereon of silver certificates, 
ust as gold is deposited nnd gold cer- 
tificates issued. Mr, C. voted against 
•ho Senate restrictions, but when the 
nil went to tho President and was ve- 
toed and returned to Congress, and it 
was found that this bill was the best 
thul could bo had and it was that or 
10 rcmonetization at all, then Mr, Can- 
non voted for the final passage of tho 


ill over tho veto of tho President, 


with the remark that although ho want- 
ed a full remonotization of silver, "yet 


half loaf is better than no broad." 


And he stands ready to work and vote 
:ur the full remonotization of silver in 
tho contest on this question which is 
certain to como in tho future. 


ON THE (IUEKN1IAOK. 


On tho greenback question Mr. Can- 


non has voted constantly in tho interests 
of his constituents, and voted right. On 
April 29th, as wilt bo found in the 
Record, pages 2,928-2,929, vol. 7, part 
Ird, 45th Congress, 2nd session, Mr. 
Port introduced a bill providing that 
horo should be no further contraction 
of tho legal-tender currency, but that 
when such notes should bo received into 


treasury under any taw, that " they 


shall not bo retired, cancelled or destroy- 
ed, but that they shall be ro-issucd and 
laid out again and kept in circulation," 
to., and that "all acts or parts of acts 
n conflict with this act aro hereby re- 
pealed." 


For this bill Mr. Cannon voted ''yea," 


and ho will stand firmly against any and 
all efforts to strike our legal-tender cur- 
rency from the circulation by direct or 
indirect legislation. 


POSTAL 8ERV1CK. 


In tho lant hours of tho last Congress, 


on Juno 14th, 1878, aa shown by the 
Rtturd, vol. 7, part 5, 45th Congress, 
2nd session, pages 4,606 to 4,613, there 
was a very important post-route bjjl re- 
ported from the Senate. This bill pro 
vidcd 


1. That all books under the postal 


union treaty may be delivered free of 
any customs duty. 


2. That a large amount of mail mat 


tcr then paying three cents per pound 
should go for two cents, "This item 
alone,'' said Mr. Cannon, "will rob the 
postal revenue of $300,000 per year." 


3. The bill provided a tax of $1 upon 


every publisher of the United States 
before he could be permitted to send 
his papers at the two cent rate through 
the mails. 


4. That foreign newspapers may bo 


sent through tho mail* at two cents per 
pound. 


5. To use Mr. Cannon's own language, 


" It provides in another amendment oi 
twelve or fifteen sections, for the subsi- 
ding of a line of steamers from here 
to South America, and provides for the 
payment of $300,000 per annum for that 
purpose." 


6. "Again it puts an entirely new 


provision in this bill that never was 
considered by the House or in a com- 
mittee of the House, that changes the 


tales upon which the rail road i are to be 
iMud for carrying the' maili, Th» pro- 
vision tikes from 45,000 milaa of the 
small railroada from otic-fourth to one- 
lialf their present pay, nnd gives it 
to the remaining 35,00(1 miles of large 
railroada over thuir present pay, in ef- 
fect." 


7. "Again it relieves the railroads 


from delivering the mails from their 
trains in the 8(l-rod limit, which alone 
would cost tho government a million of 
dollars annually." 


This bill oame to the House with the 


Senate amendments above noted nud 
many others, and the motion was to non- 
concur in the Senate amendments and 
ask a conference thereon. 
Tho motion 


was not debatable, and the bill would 
have passed had nut Mr. Cannon, with 
truo parliamentary skill, in which he 
was sustained by the chair, though op- 
posed by the ablest members of the 
House, raised the question of constitu- 
tional privilege, and pointed out that 
these amendments were in tho nature 
of a revenue bill, and that no revenue 
bill can, according lo the constitution, 
originate in the Senate. The debate 
which followed showed how fully Mr, 
Cannon sustained himself, and succeed- 
ed in defeating the bill, and thus saving 
to the country ut least *2,000,000 per 
year. 


U is right and proper that the above 


facts should be laid before the people 
of this dintriot who uru now asked lo 
vote to return Mr. Cannon to Cjngrcss; 
it is right for them to be assured of his 
honesty and ability, and to also bo as- 
sured that he has voted for every meas- 
ure which would bo to tho advantage of 
his constituents, and against every 
measure which would be to their disad- 
vantage, or incrcasu their burden of tax- 
ation one mill. This he will continue 
to do ; and for all these reasons he 
should bo re-elected.

ing manner, and certain customs of his 
homo land regulating the management of 
children were severely condemned, His 
good mother was also portrayed before 
the audience iu a beautiful word picture, 
which seemed to bring out Iho features of 
the good dame's face und show her move- 
menu as if she were walking ucioss ihe 
roslrum In presence of the audience, Then 
name tho formation of his purpose to em- 
igrate to America, Ihe llnnl obtaining of n 
reluctant consent from his mother, the 
last week spent In his boyhooil home, llie 
parting scene as he bade his mother fare- 
well, and the embarkation—all of which 
wore placed before the audience In the 
most eloquent and thrilling language.— 
After seven weeks on the "ocean wave," 
the lauding was made on tho shores of 
the land of his adoption. Here, soon after 
bis arrival, were formed the habits which 
bllghtod Ills life and caused Iho sorrow 
and illslreis tbat bad made so largo a part 
of his life history. On Ihe bruaklug out 
of the war he took up arms, and ut the 
close of tho rebellion ho opened n hotel In 
1'orllaud, Maine, against Ihe atlvlce of 
his wife. He kept a bar and became a 
constanl patron of It, going rapidly down 
lo llie degradation of a continued Incbrl- 
ale. Ho was finally arrested uud lodged 
In jail, where through tho Instrumental- 
ity of Capt CyrusHturtovanl, Iho owner 
of a line of steamers which ply between 
Ik>siou nnd Portland*, who'vlslted him In 
his prison, he wus Induced lo sign the 
pledge and commence n life of reforma- 
tion. Soon after ho oatorcd upon the 
work lo which he had dedicated the bal- 
ance of hlsllfc. 


As a spanker Mr. Murphy It in all re- 


spects the equal, anil In some icspects the 
superior of John H. Oough, having u much 
bolter voice than Mr. q., and avoiding 
umiiyof Hint gentleman's extravagance,*. 
Iu a word, Mr. Murphy's address lust even- 
' Ing wus one of grcul eloquence and power, 
and will long bercmombcrcd by all who 
heard It.

A MONSTER ROBBERY. 


The Manhattan Savings Bank 


Gone Through 


TO THB TTJim OT W.000,000. 


NBW YOBK, Oot 27.—Between six 


and nine o'etook this morning, masked 
mrglars entered tbe Manhattan Savings 
Bank building, on the corner of Broad- 
way and Bleeoker streets, and after 
land-cuffing the janitor, made him un- 
der threat* of instant death, reveal the 
combination of the safe to them and 
deliver np the keys of tbe bank. They 
rifled the vault of a presumably

twenty tin boxes were known to have 
contained bills whieh were found on the 
ioor <)uite empty. 
The building is a 


six story one. The bank occupying the 
pound floor with an entrance on both 
Broadway and Bleeoker streets. 
Wen- 


del Kohlman, who keeps a barber shop 
n the basement under the bank and the 
snitor lives on tho jocond floor. The 
larber opened tho shop at ti:35 o'clock. 
He ssys there was nothing unusual in 
the bank at tlmt time. At twenty 
minutes past 9 o'clock he was startled 
by the appearance at the head of the 
basemen1 stairs of the janitor, Louis 
Wertel, white with fright and excite 
ment, his hands hand-cuffed tightly and 
the key of the bank clutched between 
them. 
He was only half dressed, and 


gasped. 
"THIEVM, BOBBEH8—COMB AND HEK." 
Barber accompanied him into the bank 
and saw the doors of the gruat vault 
wide open and the floor littered with 
tin boxes, all empty of their contents, 
The burglars' tools were scattered in 
every direction. Barber notified the 
police, and Superintendent Walling, 
Inspector Dick, Capt. Byrnes and Capt. 
Kiely were soon on the scene. Tho doom, 
windows and all other access from with- 
out wore found intact, and it was evi- 
dent that tho thieves had entered by 
means of keys. 
Dan Kcely, night 


watchman, said ho loft his past at 6 
o'clock in the morning and aroused the 
janitor, aa was his custom, and left the 
building, latching the door behind him. 
The vault can bo seen from the street. 
Inside the main doors of tho safe vault 
tho burglars found* space with shelves, 
upon which were tin boxes filled with

coked one box on the back shelf, con- 
taining fifty thousand dollars in valua- 
bles, the property of Kdward Sohell, 
President of tho bank.

re the burglars ample room to work 


in. They tried to open one compart- 
ment containing $11,000 in small bills. 
They half forced tho

but got nothing of value therefrom, 
Wedges were found in the upper compart 
menu that they were trying to force,when 
they were evidently disturbed. A dozen 
drills, sledge bamiuera,, three sectional 
jimmies, and other tools wore found 
scattered around. The officers of the 
bank admit that the janitor possessed 
the combination to the vault, as it was 
given to him months ago BO that he 
eould take put the books and make 
ready for business. 
The officers of the 


bank are Edward Sohell, 'President and 
Treasurer, C. F, Alvercd, Secretary. 


HANK OFFICERS' HTATEMKNT.

The Manhattan Savings institution 


was, on the morning of Sunday, Oct. 27, 
1878, robbed of securities in the amount 
of 12747,700, of whieh $2,605,700 were 
registered in the name of the institu- 
tion and are not negotiable, 1168,000 
are made payable to it, $73,000 are in 
coupon bonds, and $11,000 in cash. 
For the purpose of preventing toss to 
depositors, it is deemed advisable that
